47. 

GROUP II: Claims 1 1-21, 26 drawn to a fusion protein comprising a 
receptor antagonizing domain and a positive immunomodulatory domain, 
classified by the examiner as class 424, subclass 192.1 . 

GROUP III: Claim 23 drawn to a protein wherein the first domain has SEQ 
ID No. 1 or conservative variants thereof, classified by the examiner as class 
424, subclass 185.1 . 

GROUP IV: Claim 27 drawn to a pharmaceutical composition comprising 
a fusion protein containing a receptor-antagonizing domain and a positive 
immunomodulatory domain, classified by the examiner as class 424, subclass 
195.1 1. 

Applicants hereby elect Group I, claims 1-10, 22 and 24-25 for 
prosecution.
